So, my service on the commission, if appointed, would permit me to pursue an 
interest that began nearly 40 years ago.

Ronald E. Warnicke practices law In Phoenix, Arizona, with Gordon Silver 
while serving as Vice-Chairman of Special Projects for The Miller Group/Miller 
Capital. In the past ten years, Mr. Warnicke has been the principal attorney for 
Nucarco, Visionary Vehicles, and REW Networks, LLC. 

For more than forty years, Mr. Warnicke's practice has involved 
transactional and business litigation matters. He has represented a variety of 
businesses, including: banks, savings and loan associations, mortgage companies, 
an airline, a regional hospital and a title insurance company, as well as other 
businesses. 

Mr. Warnicke has served on various governmental and political bodies: The 
Governor's Council on Health, The Governor's Blue Ribbon Commission on State 
Land, and The Phoenix Freeway Committee.

Professor Warnicke specializes on politics and protocol at the Tudor Court, Gender Issues in the 
Early Modern Period (1400 - c. 1700) and Jacobean Funerary Rites for Women. She authored 
numerous articles, including Inventing the Wicked Women of Tudor England; Alice More, Anne 
Boleyn and Anne Stanhope and Sexual Heresy at the Court of Henry VIII. She is also the author 
of The Marrying of Anne of Cleves: Royal Protocol in Tudor England, which was published in 
2000 by Cambridge. Her most recent book, Mary, Queen of Scots, which was published by 
Routledge in 2006, has received positive scholarly reviews. 

She is best known for her controversial theories over the life of Henry VIII 's second wife, Anne 
Boleyn . These theories were outlined in various articles in the mid-1980s; Anne Boleyn's 
Childhood and Adolescence and Sexual Heresy at the Court of Henry VIII. The theories were 
built on and elaborated in her 1989 book The Rise and Fall of Anne Boleyn: Family politics at 
the court of Henry VIII. 



Warnicke 9 s theories on Anne Boleyn [ edit ] 



• She argued against the general theory that Anne Boleyn was born around 1501. Instead, 
she believes that Anne was born much later — in the summer of 1507. 

• The popular rumours that Anne had several small deformities — like an extra fingernail or 
moles — are incorrect, since rumours of deformities only began after Anne's death and no- 
one who met her ever commented on them; — "... the two [descriptions] cannot logically 
be reconciled to each other. Had there been even a hint of a deformity in Anne's 
appearance, the Venetian, as well as the Imperial ambassadors... would have eagerly 
revealed this intriguing fact to their respective governments. " 

<» "For many historians Anne remains the lady with the extra fingernail who was too 
flirtatious, even if in a harmless courtly way, for her own safety and well being. The 
result of this interpretation is that the responsibility for her tragic death resides with her, 
the victim, rather than with the king and his ministers, the ones who orchestrated her 
execution. " 

o Most importantly, she argues that Anne miscarried a deformed fetus in January 1536 
which fueled 16th-century fears of witchcraft and sexual deviance and led to her 
execution — "In an attempt to understand her by the terms of her society, information 
from a wide range of sources will be used to support the argument that she miscarried a 
defective fetus in 1536. It was because Henry VIII viewed this mishap as an evil omen, 
both for his lineage and his kingdom, that he had her accused of engaging in illicit sexual 
acts with five men and fostered rumors that she had afflicted him with impotence and had 
conspired to poison both his daughter Mary and his illegitimate son, Henry, duke of 
Richmond . " 

Warnicke's theories were harshly criticised by some other historians — particularly E.W. Ives and 
G.W. Bernard. She defended her arguments in a 1993 article The Fall of Anne Boleyn Revisited, 
although she did not insist on some points as rigorously as before. She suggested that Ives's 
theory on Anne's fall (that it was caused by foreign policy and palace politics) was based on an 
over-reliance on Spanish sources and that his theory on her youth was ridiculous. Warnicke was 
even harsher with G.W. Bernard's suggestion that Anne might have been guilty of adultery in 
1536. She called it a "dubious assertion" with no reliable documentary proof. She concluded: 

As long as the lurid charges against the Queen exist only in unsubstantiated indictments and 
contradictory diplomatic writings, historians ought to remain sceptical about factional theories of 
her adulterous guilt or of factional politics. At the least, they owe it to the past not to further 
obscure the facts. 

In her "author's note" to bestseller The Other Boleyn Girl , Philippa Gregory .said her novel's 
conclusion was based upon Warnicke's findings in The Rise and Fall of Anne Boleyn, but 
Warnicke has publicly distanced herself ^""" " " eeded ^ from the novel and its presentation of the 
Boleyns 



As an officer and director of more than two dozen companies the past forty years I have 
been named in several lawsuits as one of many defendants. Most contain six to ten counts and 
usually some sort of fraud claim has been thrown in, although I have never been personally 
accused of the general fraud alleged. No such lawsuit has ever gone beyond preliminary stages 
and all were settled for nominal amounts less than estimated defense costs. The most recent 
case was settled many years ago and the seven year mandatory record keeping time for those 
who might have records has passed and I have no records still extant for any of these old cases. 

I recall the most recent case, where I was a director of a small public company that merged 
with an operating company intending to raise funds and grow the business of the operating 
company. Before the first meeting of the board after the merger I saw financial information 
that caused me to cease all forward going activities and caused a bankruptcy to be quickly filed. 
I was named with a dozen others, apparently because I was a director and thought willing to 
pay nuisance value to settle. I was named even though the fraud was perpetrated by the other 
company beginning before the merger and I had not been on the board long enough to have 
attended even one meeting and pulled the plug immediately. The case was settled as to them 
by other defendants who had paid my defense costs to that time as part of a joint defense. 
They paid a nuisance value based on part of the anticipated defense costs to go forward. 

I refused to participate in the settlement without being required to pay a single penny 
because I intended to sue for abuse of process but the plaintiffs dismissed the case against me 
before I had fully employed counsel. I decided not to proceed and let the case die following my 
dismissal.

In 1978 I personally guaranteed a Small Business Administration disaster assistance loan following 
the flooding of a small trailer park owned by a corporation in which I was a shareholder, but not an 
officer or director. The President of the company misappropriated the loan proceeds to pay his personal 
debts instead of using them for the purposes of replacing the damaged water purification system. The 
SBA several times failed to obtain proof of payment and lien waivers showing the proper use of funds 
for monies already disbursed before disbursing additional funds, thus enabling the continuing 
misappropriation. In the ensuing lawsuit on the guaranty the Judge ruled that the SBA was not required 
to follow the contract terms as would a bank or private lender and entered judgment against me on the 
guaranty. I ultimately paid the SBA and obtained a full satisfaction of the Judgment decades ago. I have 
no records remaining.
